To  the  County  Chairmen  and  Boards  of  Institute  Managers  in  the 
Several  Counties  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen:  In  presenting  this  annual  Bulletin,  we  desire  to  ex- 
press approval  of  the  wovk  accomplished  by  most  of  our  County  In- 
stitute Managers  and  the  committees  organized  by  them,  to  Avhoni 
much  credit  is  due  for  the  high  degree  of  success  attending  the  last 
season's  Institutes.  We  respectfully  invite  your  careful  attention 
to  "Directions"  on  the  foUoAving  pages,  which  are  prepared  with 
reference  to  the  requirements  and  demands  of  persons  filling  the  posi- 
tion of  County  Chairman  of  Institutes. 
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IMPORTANT 


INSTITUTE  MANAGERS  AND  PROGRAM  COMMITTEES  WILL 
PLEASE  READ  THE  FOLLOWING  DIRECTIONS  BEFORE 
ARRANGING  PROGRAMS  AND  CAREFULLY  COMPLY  WITH 
SAME  IN  CONDUCTING  INSTITUTES 


1.  We  recommend  that  programs  for  all  the  Institutes  held  within 
a  county  be  printed  on  connected  leaves  or  sheets.  This  practice  is 
recommended  because  of  economy  in  cost  of  printing,  also  the  wider 
advertising  of  the  different  institutes  held  within  the  county. 


2.  Prepare  program  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  Institute. 

 , 


3.  Arrangements  should  be  made  with  persons  in  your  locality  who 
are  to  take  part  on  the  program  either  by  essay,  address  or  reading, 
at  least  eiglit  weeks  previous  to  the  meeting. 


4.  Have  a  Question  Box,  and  place  it  in  charge  of  some  competent 
person  who  will  carefully  conduct  the  same. 


.5.  Exclude  from  Institutes  all  sectarian  and  partisan  topics. 


6.  Print  on  program  the  name  and  postofflce  address  of  Chairman 
and  members  of  Committees.  . 


7.  Thoroughly  advertise  the  Institute  by  distributing  programs, 
posters,  and  make  use  of  your  local  newspapers. 


8.  Select  a  competent  secretary  to  take  notes  and  report  proceed- 
ings of  meeting  to  local  papers. 
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9.  Invite  representatives  of  newspapers  to  a  place  at  Recording  Sec- 
tary's table,  and  solicit  their  aid  and  assistance  in  reporting  pro- 
ceedings of  meeting.  ,  ■ 


10.  For  a  two-day  Institute,  provide  for  five  sessions,  taking  up  not 
more  than  two  tojjics  at  any  one  session,  and  where  local  speakers 
have  places  on  program,  the  committee  should  be  careful  and  see 
to  it  that  their  subjects  shall  conform  to  the  topics  under  considera- 
tion at  that  particular  session. 


11.  Locate  Instit'ates  where  a  suitable  hall  or  church  can  be  pro- 
cured and  the  greatest  number  accommodated,  as  these  meetings  are 
for  the  benefit  of  farmers  and  their  families  and  all  others  who  may 
be  interested. 


12.  Extend  a  personal  invitation  to  your  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools  to  be  present  and  take  part,  especially  at  the  educa- 
tional session,  without  which  no  Institute  is  complete.  Invite  all 
farm  organizations,  school  teachers  and  children.  See  to  it  that 
young  men  and  boys  have  a  special  invitation  to  the  Institute. 


13.  At  least  three  State  speakers  will  be  in  attendance,  and  a  list  of 
topics  which  they  are  prepared  to  discuss  can  be  found  in  another 
part  of  this  Bulletin.  From  this  list  the  Committee  on  Program 
should  select  such  topics  as  would  most  interest  the  farmers  in  their 
section,  and  place  same  opposite  the  lecturer's  name  on  program. 


14.  The  County  Chairman  shoiild,  as  soon  as  arrangements  are  com- 
pleted for  holding  Institute,  enclose  to  all  lecturers  expected  to  be 
present,  a  copy  of  pi'ogram,  with  letter  designating  what  railroad 
station  to  stop  at,  and  tlie  name  of  the  hotel  secured  for  their  accom- 
modation. In  case  Institute  is  held  at  a  distance  from  railroad, 
speakers  must  be  met  by  conveyances  and  taken  to  Institute.  The 
expense  of  getting  from  and  to  such  stations  is  paid  from  funds 
placed  in  hands  of  the  County  Chairman.  ■ 


15.  Remember,  the  Institiite  is  for  the  whole  county  and  not  merely 
for  the  town  or  locality  where  held.  Begin  advertising  and  do  not 
fail  to  let  the  public  know  of  your  meeting. 
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16.  The  State  is  divided  into  five  sections.  Beginning  November 
13,  five  Institutes  will  be  in  session  at  the  same  time.  Three  State 
speakers  will  be  present  at  all  Institutes,  one  of  whom  will  be  a  spe- 
cial repres'entative  of  the  Department  and  have  charge  of  the  section, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  relating  to  local  management 
of  Institutes.   His  decision  in  such  matters  shall  be  final. 


17.  It  is  important  that  the  Chairman  of  County  Board  of  Institute 
Managers  make  a  complete  report  and  mail  same  to  the  Director  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  Institutes.  Blanks  for  this  pur- 
pose will  be  forwarded  him. 


18.  Attention  of  Institute  Managers  and  Program  Committees  is 
especially  called  to  the  plan  of  assigning  speakers  in  the  various  sec- 
tions. The  leader  of  the  section  will  be  found  at  head  of  tabulated 
list  of  Places,  and  Additional  Lecturers  will  be  found  at  right  of. 
places  where  Institutes  will  be  held.  Do  not  make  the  mistake,  as 
some  Committees  have  done,  and  overlook  the  leader  of  the  section, 
but  place  his  name  on  the  program  in  like  manner  as  other  speakers 
are  assigned. 


19.  The  County  Chairman  should  take  personal  charge  of  the 
meeting  or  select  a  person  who  is  well  qualified  to  fill  the  position. 


20.  The  opening  exercises  should  be  brief,  not  consuming  more  than 
thirty  minutes,  and  may  consist  of  an  address  of  welcome  and  re- 
sponse, or  a  brief  address  by  the  Chairman  introducing  the  speakers 
who  come  from  a  distance. 


21.  Two  topics  thoroughly  discussed  at  one  session  affords  the  op- 
portunity for  more  effective  instruction  than  three  or  four  only 
partially  presented. 


22.  At  Educational  Session,  confine  all  discussions  to  that  impor- 
tant subject,  whether  the  speakers  be  State  or  local. 


28.  Where  two  evening  sessions  are  held,  have  one  devoted  to  Edu- 
cational subjects  and  the  other  to  the  interests  of  the  Country  Home, 
its  Comforts,  Sanitary  Conditions  and  Adornments. 
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24.  Music,  properly  conducted,  is  in  place  at  the  Institute,  but 
should  be  introduced  as  a  recreation  and  be  voluntary  as  no  fund  is 
set  apart  for  this  purpose.  . 


25.  The  amount  of  money  to  be  distributed  to  the  various  managers 
for  local  expenses,  will  be  according  to  the  number  of  days  of  In- 
stitutes held.  In  order  to  make  the  amount  ample  for  the  coming 
season,  the  sum  has  been  fixed  at  |12.50  per  day  of  Institute.  This 
provides  ,f25.00  for  each  two  days  of  Institute,  to  be  used  for  local 
expenses,  such  as  printing  programs,  rent  of  halls,  and  hotel  and  trav- 
eling expenses  of  local  managers.  County  Chairmen  are  reimbursed 
for  all  reasonable  expenses  up  to  .f  12.50  per  day. 


DIRECTIONS  FOR  CONSTITUTING  LOCAL  COMMITTEES 
ON  INSTITUTE  WORK  IN  THE  SEVERAL  COUNTIES 
OF  PENNSYLVANIA 


The  Act  of  March  13,  1S05  (Sectiou  5),  makes  the  following  pro- 
visions: "That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insti- 
tutes to  arrange  them  in  such  manner  as  to  time  and  places  of  hold- 
ing the  same,  as  to  secure  the  greatest  economy  and  eflficiency  of 
service,  and  to  this  end  he  shall,  in  each  county  where  such  insti- 
tutes are  to  be  held,  confer  and  advise  with  the  local  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  together  with  the  representatives  duly 
appointed  by  each  county  agricultural,  horticultural  or  other  like 
organizations,  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  speakers  and 
other  local  arrangements." 

In  order  to  carry  this  provision  of  the  law  into  effect,  the  Director 
of  Institutes  directs  that  these  representatives,  one  from  each  county 
organization  as  stated,  duly  chosen  and  properly  accredited,  to- 
gether with  the  County  Chairman  of  Institutes,  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  County  Institute  Managers,  of  Avhich  the  County  Chairman 
of  Institutes  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  said  Board.  The  organiza- 
tions entitled  to  representation,  are  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  County  Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Societies,  Po- 
mona Granges  and  County  Alliances. 

The  duty  of  this  Board  shall  be  to  confer  and  advise  with  each 
other  and  the  Director  of  Institutes,  with  reference  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  speakers  and  other  local  arrangements  for  holding  insti- 
tutes. ' 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  county  organization  named  to  notify 
the  Director  of  Institutes  of  the  appointment  of  its  representatives, 
and  at  the  same  time  give  a  similar  notice  to  the  County  Chairman 
of  Institutes. 

The  County  Chairman  of  Institutes,  together  with  these  representa- 
tives of  the  county  organizations,  shall  meet  for  organization  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June  in  each  year,  at  one  o'clock  P.  M.,  iu  the 
county  town,  at  the  ofidce  of  the  county  commissioners.  At  this  meet- 
ing the  place  for  holding  institutes  for  the  ensuing  season  shall  be  se- 
lected, the  same  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Insti- 
tutes. An  institute  committee  will  also  be  appointed  at  this  time, 
for  each  locality  in  which  institutes  are  to  be  held. 
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The  County  Chairman  of  Institutes,  and  each  duly  accredited  rep- 
resentative of  the  county  organizations  in  attendance  upon  this 
meeting  shall,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  be  paid  his  expenses,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars. 

In  these  meetings  every  member  shall  have  equal  voice,  and  the 
action  of  the  majority  shall  decide.  Notice  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  shall  be  sent  by  the  Chairman  to  the  Director  of  Institutes, 
within  ten  days  after  the  meeting. 

In  case  no  representative  from  any  county  organization  of  that 
county  shall  appear  at  the  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  June, 
as  stated,  then  the  County  Chairman  of  Institutes  shall  immediately 
report  the  fact  to  the  Director  of  Institutes  and  proceed  to  arrange 
for  the  holding  of  institutes  that  year,  without  further  consultation 
with  the  local  organizations. 

All  moneys  allotted  to  any  county,  for  use  in  institute  work,  will 
be  paid  to  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee,  to  be  accounted  for 
by  him  in  an  itemized  statement,  audited  and  signed  by  auditors  ap- 
pointed by  the  committee,  and  then  forwarded  to  this  Department, 
not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year.

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BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

LECTURERS 


ERWIN  O.  ANDERSON  was  bom  in  1890  on  a  small  dairy  farm  in  Michigan,  and 
it  was  there  that  he  received  Jiis  earlier  education  including  high  school  before 
leaving  the  home  for  wider  experience.  During  the  sumimers  of  1910  and  1911 
he  worked  on  farms  of  various  kinds  and  sizes  in  the  West.  During  the  school 
years  he  attended  a  small  college  in  Minnesota.  In  1912  he  entered  Michigan 
Agricultural  College  and  graduated  in  1914.  The  following  year  attended  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  and  received  his  M.  S.  degree  in  the  summer  of  1915. 
During  the  summers  'he  worked  on  farms  in  Michigan.  While  at  Wisconsin  and 
during  the  past  year  as  Instructor  in  Farm  Management  at  Pennsylvania,  he 
has  done  some  investigational  work  along  the  lines  of  the  subjects  mentioned. 

E.  A.  ANDREE  was  born  in  Waukesha  County,  Wisconsin.  He  graduated  from 
the  Agricultural  College  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  1913,  specializing  in 
the  Department  of  Agricultural  Engineering.  Before  graduating  Mr.  Audree 
spent  his  summer  vacations  on  the  experimental  farms  of  several  of  the  large  farm 
imachinery  companies  of  the  U.  S.  Plere  he  received  a  specialized  training  in  the 
farm  machinery  line.  From  1913  to  1915  lie  taught  courses  in  gas  engines  and 
farm  machinery  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  carrying  on  at  the  same  time  some 
experimental  works  in  gasoline  and  kerosene  engines.  His  experience  in  farm 
drainage  and  sewage  disposal  makes  him  particularly  fit  to  discuss  these  subjects. 
At  present  he  is  teaching  all  the  work  in  Farm  Mechanics  at  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College. 

CHARLES  M.  BARNITZ  began  the  study  of  poultry  culture  twenty-five  years  ago 
and  now  conducts  a  model  up-to-date  poultry  plant  at  Riverside,  Pa.,  and  is  a 
recognized  authority  on  poultry.  His  success  and  expert  articles  in  the  poultry 
press  of  the  United  States  and  Europe  attracted  the  Ameiican  Press  Association, 
the  greatest  newspaper  syndicate  in  the  world.  He  accepted  a  place  on  their  staff 
as  editor  and  artist  of  their  poultry  feature,  and  his  poultry  writings  are  now  read 
by  millions  of  people  throughout  the  United  States.  His  modern  and  extensive 
plant  at  Riverside  is  a  practical  and  profitable  one  and  interesting  experiments 
with  land  and  v^'ater  fowl  aiford  much  valuable  data  for  platform  and  press. 

S.  I.  BECI-IDEL  was  born  and  brought  up  on  a  general  farm  near  Howard,  Centre 
county,  Pennsylvania.  He  taught  public  school  in  Blair  and  Centre  counties  and 
entered  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  in  1907.  Was  graduated  to  course  in 
Agriculture  in  June,  1911,  and  shortly  after  took  charge  of  the  Dairy  Extension 
work  in  Alabama  for  the  U.  S.  Dairy  Division.  In  May,  1913,  he  was  transferred 
to  the  office  of  Dairy  Farming  Investigation,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  In  December,  1913,  he  resigned  from  his  position  to  take  up  his 
present  duties  as  Instructor  in  Dairy  Husbandry  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  College. 
He  completed  a  graduate  course  for  the  degree  of  M.S.,  in  June,  1916.  At  the 
present  time  he  has  charge  of  teaching  and  experimental  work  along  dairy  lines.

In  1908  she  was  married  to  Mar- 
shall Leon  Benn,  and  they  have  reared  their  three  children  on  a  truck  and  fruit 
farm  near  Coudersport,  but  recently  moving  to  Williamsport,  Pa.,  in  order  to 
have  more  central  advantages  in  his  work  of_  Crop  Pest  Inspector  for  his  district. 
Mrs.  Benn  has  been  very  active  in  grange,  civic,  community  and  club  work.  The 
thoughtful  care  of  her  children  has  been  her  hobby.  Her  literary  work  has  been 
extraordinary.  From  all  of  these  phases  of  life  she  comes  into  the  Institute 
work,  bringing  many  messages  that  are  helpful  and  entertaining. 

J.  T.  CAMPBELL  was  born  in  Springfield  township,  Fayette  County,  Pa.,  Decem- 
ber 18,  1872  ;  is  the  son  of  a  prominent  farmer ;  received  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  district ;  left  the  public  schools  with  a  more  than 
average  education  and  at  once  took  up  the  study  of  agriculture  at  home,  while 
working  on  his  father's  farm  ;  he  studied  carefully  all  leading  books  and  journals 
of  his  day.  Married  in  1894:,  and  took  up  gardening  and  poultry  culture,  and  was 
successful  from  the  start.    When  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  started  its  cor- 
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respondence  courses  in  agriculture  be  took  up  the  worls  aud  has  since  pursued  same 
with  diligence.  Owns  a  large  faiin  in  Crawford  County,  upon  which  he  has 
worked  out  many  important  agricultural  problems.  In  poultry  cu  ture  he  has  been 
exceptionally  successful,  having  made  it  a  subject  of  special  study,  together  with 
soil  physics:  Keeps  in  close  touch  with  the  State  Experiment  >tatiun  and  the 
National  Department  of  Agriculture;  has  written  some  tor  various  agricultural 
and  poultry  journals.

E  B  DORSETT  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Richmond  township,  Tioga  County,  Pa., 
'Feijruarv  17  1868.  He  received  a  common  school  education  m  the  district  where 
he  lived,  then  attended  the  Mansfield  State  Normal  School,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  189G.  Ten  years  were  spent  teaching  during  the  winter  months  and 
farS  duiing  the  summer.  With  the  exception  of  six  years  spent  m  the  Sheriffs 
Office  at  Wellsboro,  he  has  always  lived  and  worked  on  the  tarm.  At  Present,  he 
and  his  brother,  S.  C.  Dorsett,  own  and  operate  a  large  farm  m  Mansfield  town- 
ship making  dairying  a  specialty.  His  work  in  the  Grange  as  State  Lecturer  has 
brou-ht  him  in  close  touch  with  the  farmers  and  farm  operations  throughout  the 
State,  and  has  given  hiim  a  fund  of  knowledge  that  will  be  useful  to  him  in  his 
work 'as  an  Institute  worker. 

'P  H  FASSETT  Meshoppen,  Pa.,  was  born  June  3,  1855,  in  Windham  township,

fruits  with  marked  success  for  the  last  twenty-five  years ;  all  up-to-date  methods 
of  orchard  treatment,  spraying  aud  pruning  have  been  in  use;  t°ok  up  the  business 
of  growing  small  fruits  for  the  market  some  1^  years  ago  and  has  met  with  fair 
success.  Is  President  of  Wyoming  County  Horticultural  Society  and  m  close 
touch  with  the  fruit  interests  in  this  section. 

SHELDON  W.  FUNK  was  born  in  Boyertovm,  Berks  County,  Pa.,  and  comes  from 
a  long  line  of  fruit  growers  and  gardeners.  Ho  has  a  good  High  Schoo  education 
and  also  attended  Perkiomen  Seminary.  From  childhood  he  lias  been_  brought  up 
among  fruit  and  vegetables,  five  years  having  been  spent  m  Florida  m  the  same 
work  He  is  now  engaged  in  greenhouse,  fruit  and  truck  business  with  his  father 
in  Boyertown  where  they  are  specializing  in  the  growing  of  fancy  fruits  and  vege- 
tables for  a  retail  and  wholesale  market.  He  is  also  m  the  employ  ot  the  Penn- 
sylvania Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  capacity  of  Farm  Adviser  on  Fruit  and 
Market  Gardening,  and  his  services  are  free  to  all  persons  m  the  State  desiring 
information  or  help  along  this  line.

W  C  GILLESPIE  was  born  and  raised  on  a  fruit  farm  in  Allegheny  County,  Penn- 
sylvania Attended  the  public  school  of  his  district,  then  the  Tarentum  High 
School,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1910.  Entered  the  Pennsylvania  State 
College  the  same  fall,  aud  was  graduated  m  1914.  Immediately  after  graduation 
he  took  the  position  of  Assistant  Experimental  Pomologist  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Experiment  Station.  Worked  on  various  problems  along  oreharcang  lines  for 
two  years,  carrying  advanced  graduate  work  at  the  same  time,  and  received  the 
Dcree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Horticulture  in  1916.  Since  then  his  work  has 
been  along  the  same  lines  of  experimental  fruit  work  at  the  Pennsylvania  Station 
and  in  many  commercial  orchards  of  the  State. 
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H.  M.  GOODERHAM  was  boru  aud  reared  on  the  farm  where  he  uow  resides  and 
cultivates  in  Cambria  County.  He  was  educated  in  common  schools  academy  at 
Carrolltown,  Pa.,  and  Ohio  Normal  University,  Ada,  Ohio.  After  teaching  m  com- 
mon schools  for  several  terms,  he  took  up  farming  and  experimental  work,  which 
he  has  followed  successfully  ever  since.

MALCOLM  H.  McCALLUM,  of  Scotch  parentage,  is  a  Berks  Couutian  by  birth. 
His  father,  James  McCallnm,  was  the  pioneer  trucker  and  fruit-grower  for  the 
Reading  markets.  Mr.  iMcCallum  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  Butler  Uni- 
versity and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  early  evinced  a  desire  for  agri- 
cultural pursuits  and  in  1905  was  chosen  and  for  a  period  of  ten  years  superin- 
tended the  State  Farm,  in  its  varied  Departments,  with  marked  success,  at 
Wernersville,  Pa.  Since  1914  he  has  been  the  manager  of  The  Belle  Alto  Fanns, 
owned  by  Hon.  J.  W.  Cummings  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Here  he  is  doing  research 
work  in  "an  endeavor  to  find  the  best  for  life — plant  and  animal.  The  fine  herd  of 
dairy  cattle,  and  the  quality  of  milk  they  produce  ;  the  well-selected  and  finished 
products  of  beef  cattle,  all  attest  to  his  superior  knowledge  of  feeds  and  feeding. 
Mr.  McCallura  believes  that  the  greatest  and  best  results  can  only  be  obtained  by 
thorough  tillage,  proper  plaut  foods  and  good  seeds.  Anyone  visiting  the  farms 
during  the  growing  season  will  be  inspired,  and^come  away  thoroughly  convinced 
that  a  Science  of  Agriculture  truly  exists.  Aside  from  the  above,  he  is  liberal- 
minded,  public-spirited  and  finds  time  to  devote  to  educational,  religious  and  civic 
matters,  thereby  lea\'ing  the  community  in  which  he  lives  better  than  he  found  it. 

THOMAS  I.  MAIRS  spent  his  early  life  upon  a  stock  farm  aud  graduated  from  the 
College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  Missouri  in  1896.  He  took  graduate 
work' at  the  Michigan  Agricultural  College,  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  the 
University  of  Missouri.

PROF.  FRANKLIN  MENGES,  Ph.  D..  was  born  forty-seven  years  ago  at  Menges 
Mill,  York  County,  Pa,  ;  the  first  nineteen  years  of  his  life  were  spent  on  his 
father's  farm  with"  all  the  ardour  that  farming  meant  in  those  days  ;  he  then  began 
a  course  of  preparation  for  college  at  the  Baugher  Academy,  Hanover,  Pa.,  and 
entered  and  graduated  from  Pennsylvania  College,  Gettysburg,  with  the  class  of 
ISSfi;  was  immediately  tendered  and  acceijted  the  position  of  assistant  professor 
of  chemistry  in  his  Alma  Mater,  which  position  he  held  until  1896,  when  he  came 
to  York  and  took  the  professorship  of  the  sciences  in  the  York  High  School,  which 
position  he  now  holds  ;  received  the  degree  of  Ph.  D.,  from  his  Alma  Mater  for  special 
work  in  chemistry,  mineralogy  and  physics'.  He  has  for  years  been  a  student  of  the 
"Experiment  Station  Record,"  and  has  continued  an  interest  in  practical  agriculture 
and  has  lectured  before  Farmers'  Institutes. 

CHAS.  F.  NOLL  was  born  and  raised  on  a  farm  at  Green  Park,  Perry  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. His  early  education  was  secured  in  the  public  schools,  the  New  Bloom- 
field  Academy  and  the  Cumberland  Valley  State  Normal  School  and  from  the  last 
he  was  graduated  in  1900.  Five  years  he  spent  as  teacher  in  the  public  schools 
after  which  he  took  the  Agricultural  course  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1906.  Then  he  was  field  assistant  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  at  Llarrisburg  for  one  year,  aud  manager  of  the  Nostrand  Fruit  Farm 
on  Shelter  Island,  New  York,  for  one  year.  In  1908  he  went  to  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College  to  engage  in  the  investigational  work  which  he  has  followed  since  then 
except  for  one  year  (1910-11)  spent  in  graduate  work  at  Cornell  University.  At  the 
Pennsylvania  Experiment  Station  he  has  charge  of  the  field  experiments  along 
agronomic  lines,  which  include  investigations  with  cereals,  forage  crops,  potatoes, 
plant  breeding  and  liming  and  fertilizer  treatments. 
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E.  L.  PHILLIPS  was  born  ou  bis  father's  farm  iu  Clarion  Couuty,  Pa.  Was  ediicated 
in  tlie  common  schools  and  a  course  in  the  High  School  at  Reid  Institute,  Pa.  Since 
then  he  has  studied  extensively  in  agriculture.  Was  married  in  1SS5,  after  which 
he  devoted  his  time  to  agriculture,  owning  and  operating  his  20()-acre  farm  with 
profit  to  himself.  Said  farm  is  in  Clarion  County,  Pa.  He  has  devoted  his  farm 
chiefly  to  the  production  of  fruits,  live  stock  and  grain  suita))le  to  that  location  and 
mai-ket.  He  has  been  an  experimenter  with  various  plant  foods.  His  real  estate 
holdings  and  commercial  standing  are  a  strong  recommendation  to  himself  and  to 
the  fai-m.  On  his  farms  known  as  Valley  Hamus,  there  are  from  5,000  to  6,000 
fowls  kept  during  each  year. 

R.  S.  SEEDS  was  born  in  Huntingdon  Couuty,  Pa.,  18-52 ;  was  educated  in  the  public, 
schools  and  at  the  State  Gap  Academy.  He  was  raised  upon  a  farm  and  traveled 
for  eighteen  years  among  the  farmers  selling  agricultural  implements.  In  1S92  he 
bought  a  farm  that  had  l3een  run  down,  which  he  has  greatly  improved. 

H.  E.  SHROAT  was  born  and  raised  iu  Clinton  County,  educated  in  common  and 
high  schools.  At  a  very  early  age  his  keen  love  for  life  in  the  open  asserted  itself ; 
a  long  entertained  desire  to  own  a  farm  was  fulfilled  in  the  year  of  his  marriage. 
Here  he  inaugurated  modern  approved  methods  in  maintaining  a  dairy  herd  undei' 
most  sanitary  housing  conditions  ;  always  carefully  conserving  every  pound  of  fer- 
tilizing material  made  from  his  cows.  Desiring  to  acquire  broader  knowledge  of  his 
chosen  work,  he  disposed  of  his  farm  and  engaged  with  the  dairy  department  of  the 
Hershey  Milk  Chocolate  Company.  Resigned  from  the  Hershey  Farms  to  become 
traveling  representative  for  a  well  known  milking  machine  and  dairy  supply 
company.  While  thus  engaged  he  closely  observed  the  methods  employed  ou 
largest  dairies  in  the  East  and  now  holds  the  position  of  r>airy  Adviser  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Milk  Products  Company  of  Harrisburg.  He  is  a  profound  student 
of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  dairy  and  of  advanced  principles  of  breeding, 
sincere  iu  his  interests  in  the  dairy  cow. 

J.  H.  SNYDER  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Hempfield  township,  Westmoreland  County, 
Pa.,  on  July  3,  1890,  and  is  a  son  of  Lewis  and  Etta  T.  Evans  Snyder.  He  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  public  and  private  schools  of  his  native  township  and 
county.  Since  boyhood  he  was  interested  in  thoroughbred  poultry.  He  has  bred 
many  different  varieties,  and  in  1909  he  entered  into  partnership  with  his  father 
and  established  Prairie  Hill  Poultry  Fai-m,  near  Arona,  Pa.  Since  then  he  has 
devoted  his  entire  time,  study  and  attention  to  the  breeding  and  improvement  of  the 
"Snyder  Strain"  of  single  comb,  Buff  Leghorns.  He  has  contributed  many  articles 
to  the  poultry  press  and  has  had  a  long  practical  experience  in  the  poultry  business. 

WILLIAM  HENRY  TOMHAVE  was  born  at  Fergus  Palls,  Minnesota,  December 
19,  1881.  He  attended  the  common  schools  until  fifteen  years  of  age.  At  the  age 
of  eighteen  he  entered  the  Minnesota  Agricultural  High  School  at  St.  Anthony  Park, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1902.  In  the  fall  of  1903  he  entered  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  graduating  in  1907.

His  educational- opportunities  were 
meagre  in  the  extreme.  He  has  been  a  great  observer  and  close  student  and  ranks 
among  the  progressive  farmers  of  this  county.  Although  busy,  he  always  found 
time  to  attend  to  his  civic  duties,  serving  his  township  in  almost  every  official  ca- 
pacity. Matters  pertaining  to  the  betterment  of  farming  conditions  received  his 
enthusiastic  support.  He  was  prominent  in  the  formation  of  his  home  grange,  being 
one  of  the  charter  members.  His  worth  was  recognized  by  the  County  Grange, 
which  institution  he  served  in  a  number  of  capacities.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  Farm  Bureau  and  was  made  its  first  president,  which  position  he  still  holds. 
In  early  life  he  engaged  in  general  farming.  Being  a  man  of  keen  business  acumen, 
he  saw  an  opportunity  to  engaged  in  truck  farming,  particularly  cabbage.  His  suc- 
cess has  been  remarkable.  Two  years  ago,  he  found  it  necessary  to  erect  a  modern 
store  house  for  cabbage,  having  the  underground  intake  ventilation.  This  struc- 
ture will  house  sixty  tons.   ^   _ 

LEON  OTICE  VAN  NOY  was  born  in  Troy.  Pa..  1876.  on  a  dairy  farm.  At  the 
age  of  six  years  his  father  started  in  the  pure  blood  cattle.  Was  eduaeled  in 
the  public  school.  Troy  High  School  and  took  special  work  in  general  agriculture 
and  dairy  farming  for  three  years  at  the  Pennsylvania  State  College.  He  re- 
turned and  went  into  partnership  with  his  father  in  the  dairy  business  and  made  a 
number  of  experiments  in  feeding  for  profit.  In  the  fall  of  1900  he  was  forced  to 
quit  his  father's  farm  on  account  of  ill  health  and  traveled  for  a  few  years.  Was 


ill  and  tliimigli  34  states.  During  this  time  he  worked  at  a  number  of  occupa- 
tions besides  farming.  Had  a  great  opportunity  to  compare  city  life  with  country 
life  In  190G  he  returned  to  his  father's  farm  and  took  the  management  ot  it. 
Has  a  private  creamery  and  at  the  present  time  is  trying  to  solve  the  problem  ot 
the  direct  route  from  the  producer  to  consumer. 

D  H  WATTS  was  born  near  Kerrmoor,  Pa.,  May  25,  18G1 ;  was  raised  on  the 
farm  of  his  father,  Martin  Watts,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools,  which 
schooling  was  supplemented  by  a  few  months  attendance  at  the  Indiana  btate 
Normal  School.  He  always  has  been  interested  in  farmer's  organizations  and 
served  two  years  as  President  of  the  Clearfield  County  Agricultural  Society.  He 
located  upon  his  farm  in  1866  and  erected  thereon  modern  buildings  and  established 
a  dairy  plant,  where  fine  butter  for  a  special  trade  is  produced.  The  growing 
of  fruits  is  also  a  specialty.  On  his  farm  known  as  "Orchard  View  *  am,  there 
are  3,000  apple,  peach,  pear  and  plum  trees,  all  his  own  selection  and  planting. 

W  R  WHITE  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Grove  City,  Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania. 
He  graduated  from  the  Classical  Course  in  Geneva  College  in  1901.  He  taught 
school  one  year,  was  in  the  Civil  Engineering  Department  of  the  Pittsburgh  and 
Lake  Erie  Railroad  three  years,  and  graduated  from  the  Agricultural  Course  m 
the  Pennsvlvania  State  College  in  1907.  He  was  Assistant  m  Correspondence 
Courses  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  from  1907  to  1908  and  was  Farm 
Superintendent  near  Pittsburgh  from  1908  to  1911.  In  1911  he  returned  to  the 
Pennsylvania  State  College  and  at  present  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Agricultural 
Education  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  State  College,  Pennsylvania. 

THEODORE  WITTMAN  was  born  and  raised  on  a  farm  in  Lehigh  County.  As  a 
small  boy  he  was  particularly  interested  in  poultry  and  fruit  growing  and  has 
always  retained  a  strong  interest  in  both  these  branches  of  agriculture,  con- 
stantly studying  and  working  with  both.  He  is  now  Poultry  Judge  with  a  Na- 
tional reputation,  and  his  name  is  constantly  appearing  in  the  better  class  of 
poultry  journals  as  a  contributor  to  the  poultry  knowledge  of  the  day.  He  has 
written  several  books  on  poultry  keeping  that  are  largely  advertised  and  have 
commanded  a  big  sale.  As  Superintendent  of  the  Poultry  Department  of  the 
Great  Allentown  Fair  he  has  built  up  there  one  of  the  very  finest  and  best  displays 
of  pure  bred  poultry  to  be  seen  anywhere  in  this  country,  greatly  stimulating  the 
interest  in  better  poultry  among  farmers  and  others  throughout  eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania and  thereby  enhancing  the  market  value  of  their  poultry  and  poultry 
products  enormously. 

E.  L.  WORTHEN  was  born  and  reared  on  a  farm  in  Illinois.  He  graduated  at 
the'  University  of  Illinois  in  1904.  He  was  connected  with  the  Illinois  College 
and  Station  until  1906.  From  1906  to  1909  he  was  Scientific  Assistant  in  the 
National  Bureau  of  Soils,  then  in  charge  of  "Soil  Investigations,"  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Agriculture  until  January,  1913,  when  he  came  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College  and  Experiment  Station.  He  has  spent  one  year  in  graduate 
study  at  the  Cornell  University  and  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
Agriculture  in  1908.  His  present  position  is  that  of  Associate  Professor  ot 
Agronomy.    His  special  field  is  Soils  and  Fertilizers.
